| Golden Text: “Love worketh no in|

| 13.10. 

Lesson: Romans 13.1-14. 


Devotional Reading: Psalm 15. 


Explanations and Comments 


Obedience To Civil Authority a 
| Christian Duty, verses 1-7.-“Is_ it 
lawful to give tribute to Caesar, or 
| not?" was the burning question which 
the Pharisees brought to Jesus, and 
you recall how He answered, ‘Ren- 
der unto Caesar the things that are 
Caesar's, and unto God the things 
that are God's.” A great part of the 
Jews were always questioning the 
lawfulness of paying taxes and _ of 
recognizing the authority of the Ro- 
man Government. The Jews of 
Rome had been especially turbulent, | 
and of this Paul must have heard 
many accounts from Priscilla and 
Aquila, who had been forced to leave 
Rome on account of the trouble. In 
writing to the Romans, therefore, | 
Paul was naturally led to take up 
the question of the Christian's rela- 
tion to the civil authority. | 

“Let every soul be in subjection to 
the higher powers—those in author- 
ity, the civil rulers, he counseled, and 
then by means of two clauses, one! 
negative and the other positive, he, 
asserted that the fact of the author-| 
ity being established argues that it 
was ordained of God. | 

“The Roman Empire maintained 
law and order, protected life and pro- 
perty, and was on the whole, as Paw 
believed, a beneficient power. Nero, 
the reigning emperor, was, it is true, 
a dissolute young man who often ar- 
bitrarily did as he pleased with the 
lives of his subjects, but at the time) 
Paul was writing, persecution of the 
Christians had come from other Jews 
or from popular riots, and not from! 
the Roman Government. At Paphos 
(Acts 13), Thessalonica (Acts 17), 
Corinth (Acts 18), and at Ephesus, 
(Acts 19), Paul had found the Ro- 
man officials a restraining power to 
his persecutors. Noteworthy is it,| 
that after Paul had appealed to Rome 
and had been kept in confinement for} 
some time without trial, he wrote to| 
Timothy, 1. Tim. 2.1, 2; “I exhort 
therefore, first of all, that supplica- 
tions, prayers, intercessions, thanks-| 
givings, be made for all men; for! 
kings, and for all that are in high 
places. that we may lead a tranquil} 
and quiet life in all godliness anu! 
gravity.” | 

“If our laws are not Christian, then| 
it is our business to make them 
Christian; if those in authority do not 
represent Christian ideals, we dre} 
not to deny authority, but to secure! 
legislators and governors whose ideals | 
are Christian. We are more fortunate | 
than those to whom the apostle 
wrote; we have some say about the 
laws which are to be enacted and the 
officials who execute them.’’—Gaius 
Glenn Atkins. |

WOULD SHIP 
MARITIME COAL | 
BY BAY ROUTE 


Winnipeg, Man.—Maritime _ prov-| 
inces were considering the possibility | 
that Maritime coal could be shipped 
to western Canadian points through: 
Churchill on the completion of the 
Hudson's Bay Railway, Hance J. Lo- 
gan, K.C., of Amherst, N.S., newly 
appointed director of the Canadian 
National Railways, stated here. 

Mr. Logan said that serious opposi- 
tion to the Hudson's Bay Railway 
project had never developed in the 
Maritimes and there was a feeling 
which he shared that whatever might 
be the success of the route for grain 
shipments the development in mining 
and colonization which it would en- 
courage, would justify its construc: 
tion. It had been one of the fortu- 
nate aspects of railway construction 
in Canada that some 
had always taken place to justify the 
work. 

Those interested in shipping Mari- 
time coal to Churchill believed that 
many grain boats would , be going 
back to the Bay which could stop at 
Sydney, Cape Breton and take 
loads of coal, 

Mr. Logan said Canadian National 
officials would confer with the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway with respect to 
the Peace River Railways ag soon as 
Sir Henry Thornton returned from 
England. He was convinced, he said, 
that the Peace River District formed 
a very important part of Canada and 
he hoped the “negotiations would be 
successful.’

Sir Henry! 
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Overcomes Gravity Force 


Strange Claim Made In England By 
Young Sctentist 

London, Eng.--R. H. Tate, young 
scientist, claims to have overcome 
the laws of gravity, according to des- 
patches recently from West Hartle- 
pool to the Daily Express, 

The experiment was demonstrated 
in a secret laboratory test, when a 
piece of metal— absolutely unattach- 
ed to anything--was suspended 
mid-air, the despatches said. 

Tate placed on the floor the metai 
which was said to resemble altumi- 
num but was of a composition here- 


to-fore unknown, and placed a simi-| 


lar piece of metal above it in the air. 
The top metal remained suspended 
not for just a moment, but for as 
long as Tate left it there. 

“IT have eliminated the force of 
gravity,” Tate said, “The metal is 
not insulated and it is thought that 
the practical possibilities of the dis- 
covery are apparent. I have discov- 
ered the new force from known for- 
ces, by eliminating gravity from the 
metal. The composition of the mhet- 
| al is known only to myself, but among 
| its possibilities is the controlling of 

aircraft from the ground.”
